He 
is awaiting a pretrial in 
September. 

Brown was indicted on 
six counts of trafficking in a 
controlled substance, heroin, 
1st degree, and one count of 
trafficking in a controlled 
substance, cocaine, 1st 
degree. He is out on bond 
awaiting a pretrial date of 
October 18th. 

Shoupe was indicted on 
one count of trafficking in 
controlled substance, 2nd 
degree. He will appear for 
a suppression hearing on 
September 20th. 


The drug sweep was 
a cumulative effort by the 
Bracken County Sheriff’s 
Department with officer 
support from Kentucky State 
Police, Pendleton County 
Sheriff Office, Mason County 
Sheriff Office, Buffalo Trace 
Drug Strike Force, Campbell 
County Detention Center, 
and Augusta and Brooksville 
Police Departments as 
officers fanned out across 
the county to arrest those 
indicted on drug charges. 
Those arrested were lodged in 
the Mason County Detention 
Center where many remained 
until their initial court 
appearances. Those having 
plead and already sentenced 
are back in MCDC serving 
out their sentences. 

The drug sweep 
completed a 16 month 
investigation into drug 
activity in the county. Other 
sealed indictments are still 
waiting to be served once the 
individuals are located. 

As Sheriff Niemeier and 
his officers have told citizens 
at their Town Hall meetings, 
drug investigations take a 
long time to conduct and are 
very hard and expensive to 
complete. 

The Sheriff’s Office 
will continue to fight drug 
activity but with the support 
of the community and their 
involvement, more can be 
done to address this big 
problem.

The Lynching In 
Bracken County 

The following is from 
the Enquirer’s special from 
Brooksville, Kentucky, and is 
the best account we have yet 
seen of the causes that led to 
the lynching of the Courts 
Brothers by a mob of masked 
men at that place Wednesday 
night. 

The immediate cause 
that culminated in the mob 
violence last night occurred 
about three weeks ago, when 
the Courts boys had ruined 
(killed) two cows belonging to 
the widow Smith, a neighbor 
of theirs. Mrs. Smith has two 
sons, named James and John. 
James has a wife and two chil¬ 
dren. The Smith boys are fear¬ 
less, but are regarded as quiet. 


orderly and well behaved citi¬ 
zens, though James was high 
tempered. 

Last Saturday, the Courts 
and Smith boys met each oth¬ 
er at a log rolling on the farm 
of Samuel T. Cooper, where 
Bradford Courts introduced 
the subject of the cow shoot¬ 
ing. Hot words followed, and 
in a matter of minutes, James 
Smith and William Courts 
were engaged in a fight. 

The crowd present al¬ 
lowed the fight to proceed 
until Courts threw Smith and 
Smith’s head struck the roots 
of a stump that stood near. 
The crowd then interfered 
and pulled Courts off By this 
time. Smith had been revived 
and he, gathering up a hand 
spike, moved toward Courts as 
if to strike him. At this point, 
Bradford Courts drew his pis¬ 
tol and shot James Smith, who 
reeled and fell exclaiming, 
‘T am shot, but I die a brave 
man.” With these words he 
died.

WHAT IS A CHURCH? 
by Pastor Cornelius R. Siam 

It is strange but true that most people — even the great 
majority of religious people — do not know what a church 
is. Ask the average man what a church is, and he’s apt to 
reply: “Well, anybody knows that! A church is a building 
where people go to worship God.” But this is not correct. 
The word translated church, in our Bibles, simply means 
assembly. A church is not a building, but the assembly that 
meets in the building. Technically, a church is not even a 
religious gathering, for the same word is used in Acts 19:32 
of a riotous mob which had assembled at Ephesus, and this 
verse says that this assembly was confused and that “the 
greater part knew not wherefore they were come together.” 
Perhaps this could apply to many a church today, but the 
point is that a church is not a building but an assembly of 
people. 

The church of which the Bible has most to say is “the 
Church of God, which He hath purchased with His own 
blood” (Acts 20:28), and St. Paul calls the church of this 
present dispensation, “the Body of Christ,” or “the Church 
which is His Body” (I Cor. 12:27; Eph. 1:22,23). 

Men cannot join this Church by water baptism or any 
other religious rite, but only by faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ. With regard to believers in Christ St. Paul declares: 
“By one Spirit are we all baptized into one Body” (I Cor. 
12:13). And in Rom. 12:5 the Apostle says that “ye, being 
many, are one body in Christ.” 

Many sincere people have had their names on local 
church rolls for many years before learning this great 
truth — that the true Church of God is not a building, but 
the assembly of those who trust in Christ as their Savior. 
Doubtless, people in and out of many of the religious 
organizations we call churches belong to this one great Bible 
Church, while others, with all their religious profession, do 
not. The question is: Have we sincerely trusted in Christ as 
the Savior who died for our sins?

The Galilean Children’s 
Home, located in Liberty, 
Kentucky, is a home for 
children from many different 
backgrounds. The Home, 
founded by Jerry and Sandy 
Tucker, began in a small log 
cabin, expanded as the need 
arose and became a non¬ 
profit organization in 1984. 
The ministry now consists of 
several different departments 
all of which depend solely on 
donations. 

‘^The Blessings House” 

consists of 19 handicapped 
children and adults. These 
children and adults, whose 
handicaps range from 
bedridden to needing only 
a small amount of verbal 
prompting. 

^^The Angel House” is 

a prison ministry, which is 
able to provide housing for 
up to 40 babies/toddlers. It 
offers mothers, who are in 
prison, another option. The 
ministry providing the 24/7 
care and love they need, 
does not place them up for 
adoption but meets the needs 
of the children during their 
time there. This ministry also 
provides a weekly prison 
visit and in doing so is given 
the opportunity to minister 
to the mothers as they bond 
with their children. 

^^The Bread of Life 
Cafe” is a 150 seat restaurant 
and has an addition meeting 
room that seats 100. 
This restaurant provides 
an opportunity for the 
handicapped children to feel 
needed and also make some 
extra spending money, an 
opportunity that they would 
otherwise not have had. 

Just a few of the 
suggested items that are 
needed are pampers, bottle 
liners, disposable latex 
gloves, light bulbs, paper 
towels, garbage bags, 
infant clothes, liquid hand 
soap, paper plates, napkins, 
baby wipes, fabrics for the 
residents to make hand-made 
braided rugs. The complete 
needs list is available on line 
at hhtp://www.galileanhome.

Comprehend’s New Adult Crisis 
Stabilization Unit Proves A Success 


Since the opening of 
Comprehend’s Adult Crisis 
Stabilization Unit (ACSU) 
in February of 2012, the Unit 
has had 49 admissions. The 
average stay for individuals is 
about four days. These are all 
individuals who would have 
previously been sent out of re¬ 
gion for care to areas such as 
Morehead, Lexington, or Cin¬ 
cinnati. By Comprehend pro¬ 
viding this service, individuals 
have been able to receive ser¬ 
vices locally, thereby allowing 
them to stay within and con¬ 
nected to their communities. 
This has allowed their family 
to be involved in their care and 
treatment as it is easier logisti- 
cally and financially for family 
members to come to a facility 
that is nearby rather than miles 
away from home. Providing 
care within the home commu¬ 
nity also allows for individuals 
to be linked with needed fol¬ 
low up services and resources 
in their home community rath¬ 
er than trying to do this from 
afar. 

“It is a pleasure to see the 
success of the ACSU. This 
new Unit is allowing us to pro¬ 
vide a much needed service 
to our clients and the region,” 
said Dr. Jeff Drury, Director of 
Crisis Services. 

One of the successes Dr. 
Drury is referring to is an el¬ 
derly male, whom we will re¬ 
fer to as Mr. Smith that was 
admitted to the ACSU with 
symptoms of suicidal ideation 
and a plan. After assessing this 
gentleman he appeared to have 
lost his purpose and could not 
think of a reason to go on liv¬ 
ing. His feelings of uselessness 
and having no purpose are what 
led him to the suicidal ideation 
and thoughts of jumping off 
the Ohio Bridge. When asked 
did he think he would carry 
out his plan, his response was 
“I hope not, but I don’t know. 
I should have been dead a long 
time ago.” 

Individual sessions fo¬ 
cused on his accomplishments 
during his life, his children 
and even some mischievous 
secrets from his younger years 
that he had never admitted 


to anyone until this day, but 
laughed about them now. Our 
goal while in the ACSU was to 
have him participate in activi¬ 
ties. Our long term goal was 
for him engage in activities 
that would help him feel more 
useful. Some of our plans were 
to become involved with the 
local senior citizens Center. 

Mr. Smith also had a 
medication consult with our 
ARNP, Stacy Poe. She started 
him on medication and each 
day we could see a little more 
improvement. We could tell 
by his conversations with us, 
that he was more talkative and 
would talk more about happy 
times. 

We spoke with Mr. Smith’s 
family about some of the goals 
we had discussed during our 
sessions and they were very 
helpful and eager to follow 
through with them. We ar¬ 
ranged a meeting between Mr. 
Smith’s daughter and the local 
senior citizen center to enroll 
him and arrange for transpor¬ 
tation. We also did some re¬ 
search and came up with a list 
of assisted living facilities in 
Maysville and surrounding ar¬ 
eas and gave them to his son. 
We additionally recommended 
a neurological assessment for 
Mr. Smith. 

On the day of the dis¬ 
charge Mr. Smith was excited 
to go home and was smiling. 
He walked to the door turned 
around and said, “Thank you 
all very much.” 

A few weeks later Mr. 
Smith’s son called with a ques¬ 
tion about the medication. He 
wanted to make sure his father 
continued on the same medi¬ 
cation because he had not had 
a depressive episode since he 
left the ASCU. 

“Comprehend has had 
a strong commitment to 
Maysville and the Buffalo 
Trace Region since we began 
providing services 45 years 
ago and our ACSU facility is 
just another indication of how 
we are committed to providing 
quality behavioral healthcare 
services to the communities 
we serve,” said Dr. Pamela 
Vaught, CEO of Comprehend.

Each 
of the 32 guest rooms at the 
Lodge has a private bath and 
sleeping accommodations for 
two. There are also commu¬ 
nity dining, kitchen and rec¬ 
reational areas.

End of season tobacco 
disease management

With the 2012 tobacco 
growing season coming to 
an end, growers are working 
hard to get their crops into 
the barns. On one hand, 
the dry conditions of this 
past summer have kept leaf 
diseases like frogeye and 
target spot in check and 
we have not seen any blue 
mold. On the other hand, we 
saw more black shank and 
Fusarium wilt than we have 
for the past three or four 
years. 

Looking forward to the 
next growing season, it’s 
hard to say what will be the 
big disease issue. So much 
depends on the climate when 
we are dealing with diseases 
like blue mold, target spot 
and frogeye. We do know 
however; that some problems 
will show up again and again 
once certain pathogens get 
established in float beds or 
the fleld. 

We need to begin 
thinking about diseases like 
Pythium root rot, target spot, 
black shank and Fusarium 
wilt and how to get a head 
start on managing them next 
season. 

Acritical step you can take 
is to evaluate your sanitary 
practices on the farm. Many 
diseases we’ll see in the float 
bed system and fleld survive 
between crops on equipment 
and plant residues. You 
should thoroughly clean and 
sanitize greenhouses, trays 
and outdoor float beds in the 
fall to reduce overwintering 
pathogen populations. Make 
sure to bury or burn plant 
debris and trash. 

In the fleld, especially 


where black shank may 
have been a problem, it’s 
important to turn all crop 
debris as quickly as possible 
after harvest. The black shank 
pathogen survives very well 
on crop residues and stalks 
left in the fleld can lead to 
future disease outbreaks. By 
plowing those crop residues 
under in the fall, you will 
allow the soil microbes more 
time to break down plant 
matter and reduce survival of 
the pathogen. 

One of the best practices 
for preventing or suppressing 
diseases is rotation to a non¬ 
host crop. Even though we 
are many months away from 
planting, you can start the 
planning process and make 
decisions about fleld choice 
and potential rotation crops. 
Fall is a great time to think 
about variety selection and 
begin planning for transplant 
production. Varieties such 
as KT 210, KT 206 and KT 
209 continue to perform 
well against black shank, 
and KT 210 offers a good 
combination of black shank 
and Fusarium wilt resistance. 
We should also see a wider 
availability of KT 212, an 
early-maturing variety that is 
similar to 14 X L8, but with 
moderate resistance to race 1 
black shank. 

For more information 
on disease management 
practices in tobacco or 
variety selection, contact the 
Bracken County Cooperative 
Extension Service office.

Labor Day always signaled 
the end of summer for 
us as youngsters because 
the day after was the first 
full day of the new school 
year! We seem amazed 
at how different things 
are for students today, but 
considering it has been sixty 
years since the beginning 
of our school careers, we 
shouldn’t be surprised at all! 
It makes us wonder what 
changes are in store that 
will cause today’s students 
to scratch their heads sixty 
years from now and be 
amazed at ‘how much school 
has changed since I was a 
kid’!! We definitely hope 
that by that time everyone 
is recycling everything that 
can be recycled and that 
folks have flgured out how 
to take care of this earth for 
their grandchildren! 

You knew when you 
read the word ‘recycling’ in 
the first paragraph that you’d 
be reading about recycling, 
didn’t you? You’re right! 
It’s part of our job, but it 
is also part of who we are. 
Recycling and reusing have 
been taught to us since we 
were kids by every grown 
up that we knew.

Oh 
you could store things in 
it after that, but a jar with 
a chip meant that once the 
canning process was done, 
the jar would not seal and 


the contents would spoil. 
On occasion an unsealed 
jar would slip past the 
inspection and woe to the 
person whose job it was to 
empty that jar and give it a 
good cleaning!! 

Canning jars are 
recyclable along with any 
other type of glass food jar, 
such as baby food jars, pickle 
jars, etc. Of course, years 
ago, (we are talking PP, Pre- 
Plastic), all food jars were 
made from glass and many 
quarts of tomato juice were 
canned in Miracle Whip 
jars, while the jams and 
jellies were processed in the 
smaller pint sized containers. 
Because of the economy 
most Mothers have to work 
today and canning food 
from the garden is becoming 
a thing of the past, but the 
plastic, metal and glass food 
containers of today can all be 
recycled. Even though the 
food is not home processed, 
the practice of making the 
most of the food containers 
can be carried on by simply 
RECYCLING all those food 
containers!

Changes to Form 1099-G 
and 1099-MISC for FSA 
Producers and Vendors 

John W. McCauley, 
USD A Farm Service Agency 
(FSA) State Executive 
Director announced that 
calendar year 2012 brings 
several changes to the way 
FSA reports a producer’s 
farm program payments to 
the producer and to IRS. 

In past years, IRS Forms 
1099-G would be issued to 
show all program payments 
received from the Farm 
Service Agency, regardless 
of the amount. 

"Starting with calendar 
year 2012, producers whose 
total reportable payments 
from FSA are less than 
$600 will not receive IRS 
Form 1099-G (Report of 
Payments to Producers)," 
said McCauley. 


Additionally, producers 
who receive payments from 
more than one county will 
only receive one Form 1099- 
G if the total of all payments 
from all counties is $600 or 
more, McCauley said. 

"Producers who receive 
less than $600 in combined 
payments should consult a tax 
advisor to determine if these 
payments must be reported 
on their tax return," he said. 

If the payments were 
subject to voluntary 
withholdings or subject 
to backup (involuntary) 
withholdings a Form 1099- 
G will be issued regardless 
of the total amount of the 
payments, McCauley said. 

The same changes will 
apply to producers and 
vendors who normally receive 
IRS Form 1099-MISC from 
FSA.

Louisville gets its ^breather’; 
Western rolls, heads to Tusca¬ 
loosa 

Louisville’s win over 
Kentucky was so complete, 
UofL president James Ramsey, 
out of institutional diplomacy, 
should have instmcted that the 
handsome Governor’s Cup 
be kept in its crate Sunday. 
Taken back to the Howard 
Schnellenberger football house. 

Or, Dr. Ramsey might have 
it encased and placed at the feet 
of John Unitas since it might be 
on campus awhile. 

As impressive as the 
Cardinals’ 32-14 win was 
Sunday, the spread reflects more 
the daylight between the two 
programs these days. Charlie 
Strong’s show is moving up, 
Joker Phillips’ program is - to be 
kind - standing still. 

The Governor’s Cup has 
become a half-measure that 
damages football in Kentucky 
more than heightens interest. It is 
a grand season launcher for the 
winner, a nightmare for the loser 
so awful that the best Coach’s 
Show spin falls on deaf ears or 
no ears at all. 

Chained to its bearish $EC 
schedule (not including Alabama, 
LSU and Texas A&M), Joker 
Phillips has not been well served 
by his director of athletics. 
Kentucky should have stayed 
with an approach embraced by 
West Virginia and Florida State. 
The Mountaineers and Seminoles 
put 69 points on the board last 
week, each. Whatever happens 
next, the winners are rolling. 
Marshall and Murray State went 
home with large checks. 

Ironically, Louisville got the 
season opening breather it needed 
for Big Mo. But Wildcat football 
is left in regroup mode already, 
well south of hope, confidence, 
momentum, all with 70,000 seats 
to sell for Game Two. 

Governor’s Cup aftermath? 

• At Louisville this week, 
Missouri State comes to town 
off a 51-9 loss at Kansas State. 
Charlie Strong’s largest problem 
may be keeping media worship 
for Teddy Bridgewater at bay. 
Gushing praise into the kid’s 
ears drawing comparisons to 
Michael Vick and other Glamour 
Leaguers. 

• Meanwhile, in Lexington 
Joker Phillips goes back to a 
drawing board. But first he 
should get an apology from six- 
figure salaried Rick Minter. The 
latter should tell tell the former 
‘T’m sorry for impersonating a 
defensive coordinator.” Then the 
soon-to-be 58-year-old Minter 
ought have the brass to resign 
and look for a new line of work. 

^TOPPER JUGGERNAUT? 

Western Kentucky won a 
season opener for the first time 
since Jack Abramoff went to 
jail and Rafael Palmeiro should 
have, 2005.

VANDY AND THE SCRIPT 

Only surprise from South 
Carolina-Vanderbilt result last 
week was the margin, 17-13. 
Steve Spurrier’s team was 
favored by 6.5. Coaches know 
the script, fans do and game 
officials know it too. 

Savvy fan from Macon to 
Music City know the chances of 
Vandy beating an SEC big dog 
are as likely as truth-telling from 
a politician. 

The door mat ‘Dores are 
supposed to be happy with a 
good gate, play a Spurrier’s 
team within four points, beat the 
spread, then shut up and move 
on. 

Noble and admirable, Vandy 
coach James Franklin’s passion. 
He rails about “changing the 
culture,” stirs the hopes of fans 
and alumni, sells a few more 
tickets and attracts television a 
Saturday or two.
